bodye,not vile for great men to vſe, not coſtly for poore men to ſuſtayne, 
not lurking in holes and corners for ill men at their pleaſure , to miſyſe it, 
but abydinge in the open ſighte and face of che yvorde, for good meg if it 
fault by their vviſedome to corre it, | | 
And here I vvould defire al GentlemE and Yomen to vſe this paſtime 
in ſuch a meane, chat the outragiouſnes of great gaminge, ſhould not hurt 
the honeſtye of ſhootinge, yyhich of his oyvne nature is alvvayes ioyned 
vvith honeſtye : yer for mennes faultes oftentimes blamed vnyvorthelye, 
as all good thinges haue bene and euermore ſhalbe. | 
If any man yyould blame me, eythet for takinge ſuch a matter in hand, 
or els for yvritinge it in the Englit he tongue, this aunſvvere I may make 
him, that yyhan the beſt of the Realme thincke it honeſt for them to vie, 
I one of the meaneſt ſorte, oughte not ro ſuppoſe it vile for me ro'vvrite ; 
And choughe to haue yyritten it in an other tongue, had bene boch more 
profitable for my ſtudy, and alſo more honeſt for my name, yet I ci chinke 
my laboure vvell beſtovyed,if vvith a licle hinderance of my ptoſite and 
name, may come any furtherance, to the pleaſure or comodity,of the gen- 
tlemen and yumẽ of Euglande, for vvhoſe ſake I roke this matter in hand. 
And as for the Lattine or Greke tongue, euerye thinge is ſo excellentlye 
done in them, that none can do better: In the Engliſhe tongue contrary, 
euery thinge in a maner ſo meanlye, both for the matter and handelinge, 
chat no man can do vvorſe. For therein the leaſt learned for the moſt 
haue bene alvvayes moſt redye to yvrite , And chey vvhich had leaſt hope 
in Lattine, haue bene moſt bould in Engliſhe: vyhen ſurelye euerye man 
that is moſt ready to talke, is not moſt able to vvri e chat vvill vyrite 
vvell in any tongue, muſt foloyy this counſel of Ari to ſpeake as the 
common people do, to thinke as vviſe men do: and fo ſhoulde cuery man 
vnderſtand him, and the iudgemient of vviſe men alovve him, Manye En- 
gliſ he vvriters haue not done ſo, bur vſinge ſtraunge vvordes, as Lartine, 
Frenche and Italian, do make all thinges darke and harde . Ones I comy 
muned vvich a man which reaſoned the Engliſ he tongue to be enriched 
and encreaſed thereby, ſayinge: V Vho vvill not prayſe that feaſt, yyherg 
a mã ſhall drincke at a dinner both yvyne,ale and beere ? Truly(quork I) 
chey be al good, euety one taken by himſelfe alone, but if you put Malue- 
ſye and ſacke, redde vvyne and luie, ale and beere: and al in one pot, you 
make a dtinke neither eaſye to be knoyyen, nor yet holſome fot the 
bodye.

ters ought to do. 

Darius the firſt of that name, and kinge ol Perſia ſheewed 
plainlye howe ſitte it is fo2 a kinge to loue and viX ſhootinge, 
which commaunded this ſentence to be grauen in his tombe, 
fo: a Bʒincelye memozy and pꝛayſe. 


Darius the K inge lyerh buryed here 
That in ſhooting and ryding had neuer pere. 


Againe, Domitian the Emperour was ſo cunninge in ſho⸗ 
tinge, that he coulde ſhote betwixt a mans fingers ſtandinge 
a larre ot, and neuer hurt him. Commodus alſo was ſoexcel- 
lente, and had ſa ſure a hande in it, that there was nothinge 
wit hin his reache and ſhote, but he would hit in what place he 
would: as beaſtes runninge, eyther in the head, oz in the hart, 
and neuer miſſe, as Herodiane ſapeth he ſawe himſelle, oz els 
be coulde neuer haue beleued it. PH I, In deede you pꝛayſe 
ſhootinge very well, in that pou ſhew that Domitian g Com- 
modus loue ſhuatinge, ſuch an vngratious couple J am ſure 
as a man ſhall not finde againe, if he raked all hell fo: them. 
TO xX. Well euen as I will not commende they ilneſle, ſo 
oughte not pou to diſpꝛayſe their goodneſle, and in deede, the 
Judgement of Herodian vppon Commodus is trueofthem 
bothe, and that was this: that beſpde ſtrengthe of bodye and 
good ſhootinge, chey had no Pzincely thinge in them, whiche 
ſayinge me thincke cõmendes ſhotinge wonderfully, calling 
it a Pꝛincelye thinge . Furthermoze howcommendable ſho- 
tinge is koꝛ Pzinces: Themiſt ius the noble Philoſopher ſhe⸗ 
wethin a certaine Dzatiomade to I heodoſius themperour, 
wherin he doch commende him koz thꝛe thinges, v be bled of a 
childe. Foz ſhootinge, fo rydinge of an hozſe well, and foz 
teates ofarmes.

Poneouer, not onelye kinges and Emperours haue beene 
bꝛoughte vp in ſhootinge, but alſo the beſt common wealthes 
that euer were, haue made goodlye actes and lawes foꝝ it, as 
the Perſians which vnder Cyrus conquered in a manner all þ 
wozld,hada law that they childzen ſhould learne thee thin» 


ges, onlye fromv,yeare oulde vntoxx.torydeanhozſe wel, to © 


ſhote well, to ſpeake truthe alwayes and neuer lye. The Ros 
maynes (as Leo the Emperour in his booke of ſleightes of 
warre telleth) had a lawe that euery man ſhould vſe ſhooting 
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in peace time, while he was xl. yeare old and that euery houſe tag. 20. 


ſhoulde haue a bowe, and xl. ſhaftes readye fo2 all needes, the 
omittinge ot which lawe (ſayth Leo) amõge the pouthe, bath 
bene the onlye occaſion why the Romaynes loſt a great deale 
of they Empyze. But moze of this J will ſpeake when I 
come to the p2ofite of ſhooting in warre. If Yſchould rehearſe 
the atutes made of noble Pꝛinces of Englande in Parlia⸗ 
mentesfo2 the ſettinge fozwarde of ſhootinge, thꝛoughe this 
Realme,and ſpecially that acte made fo2 ſhootinge the thirde 
yeare ofthe raigne ofour moſt dzeade ſoueraigne Lozde king 
enryetheviit. I coulde be verye longe. But thele fewe ex⸗ 
amples ſpeciallye of ſo greate men and noble common weal⸗ 
thes,ſhall ſtande in ſteede of manye. P H I. That ſuch Bꝛin⸗ 
ces and ſuche common wealthes haue muche regarded ſhoo⸗ 
tinge, vou haue well declared. But why ſhootinge oughte lo 
of it ſelfe to be regarded, you haue ſcarcelye yet pꝛoued. 
T OX.Eriples I graunt out of Hiſtoꝛpes do ſhewa thinge 
to be ſo, not pꝛoue a thinge why it ſhould be ſo. Petthis I ſup⸗ 
poſe, that neyther greate mens qualityes beinge commenda⸗ 
ble be withoute great aucthozityezfo2 other men honeſtlye ta 
follow them: no2 yet thoſe great learned men that wꝛote ſuch 
thinges, lacke good reaſon iuſtlye at all times fo anye other 
to appꝛoue them. Princes being childꝛẽ ought to be bzought 
vppe in ſhooting: both becauſe it is an exerciſe molt holſome, 
and alſo apaſtime moſte honeſt; wherein laboure pꝛepareth 
the body to hardneſſe, the minde tocouragiouſneſle, ſuffering 
neyther the one to be marde with tenderneſle , noz yet bother 
to be hurt with ydleneſſe: as we reade howe W 
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T oxophilus, eA. 
ſuch other were, becaule they were not bzought bp with outs. 
warde honeſt painfull paſtimes to be men: but cockerde vp 
with inwarve noughtye pdle wantonneſle to be women. Fox 
how fitte labour is foz all youth, lupiter oz els Minos amon- 
ges them of Grece, and Lycurgus amonge the Lacedemo- 
nians,do (hewedy thepꝛ la wes, whiche neuer oꝛdeyned anye 
thing foz the þunginge vp ol youth, that was not ioyned with 
labour. And þ labour which is in ſhotinge of all other is beſt, . 
both becaule it encreaſeth lkrengthe , and pzeſerueth healthe 
moſt, beinge not vehement, but moderate,notouerlayinge a- - 
nye one parte with wearineſſe, but ſoftlye exerciſinge euerye 
part with equalneſſe, as the armes + bꝛeaſtes withdzawinge, 
the other partes with goinge , beinge not ſopainfull fox the 
labour, as pleaſant fo2 the paſtime, which exerciſe by iudge⸗ 
ment of the beſte Phiſitions, is moſt alowable , By ſhotinge 
alſo is the minde honeſtlye exerciſed where a man alwayes de⸗ 
ſireth to be beft (which is a wozd ol honeſtye) and that by the 
ſame wap, that vertue it ſelfe doth, couetinge to come nigheſt 
a moſt perſitte ende 02 meane ſtandinge betwixt.ii.extremes, 
eſchewinge ſhozty;02 gone, 02 eitherſyde wyde, foz the which 
cauſes Ariſtotle himſelte ſayth that ſhotinge and vertue be 
very like. PBaeouer that ſhotinge of all other is the moſt has 
neſt paſtyme, and that leaſt octaſiou to noughtyneſſe iopned 
with it. li. thinges verpe plainlye do pzoue, which be as ami 
would ſape, the tutoꝛs and ouerſeers toſhotinge : Daylight 
andopen place whereeueryman doth come, the mainteiners 
and kepers of ſhotinge,from all vahoneſt doinge. If ſhoting 
fault at any time, it hydes it notyit lnrkes not in coꝛners and 
huddermother: but openlye accuſeth and bewꝛapeth it ſelfe, 
which is the next wape to amendmente, as wyſe men do ſaye. 
Andtheſe thinges J ſuppole be lignes, not of noughtineſſe, 
koꝛ anye man to diſalowe it: but rather verye-plaine tokens 
of honeſtie, fot euery man to pꝛaiſe it. The vſe of ſhotinge 


Alſo in great mennes childzen ſhall greatly encreaſe the loue 


and bſe ot ſhotinge in all the reſidue ol pouth . Fo2 meane mE-* 
nes mindes lone to be like great men, as Plato ꝶ᷑ Iſoc rates do 
Cape. And that euerpe bodye ſhoulde learne to ſhote when they 
be 
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be ponge, defence ofthe common wealth, doth requy2ewhen 
they be olde, whiche thimge can nat be done mightelpe when 
they be men, except they learne it perfitly when they be boyeg. 
And therefoze ſhotinge of all paſtimes is moſt fitte tobe bſen 
in childhode: becauſe it is an imitation of moſt earneſt thin» 
ges to be done in manhode. Wherefoze, ſhatinge is fitte fox 
great mens childzen,both becauſe it ſtrengthe 
with holeſome laboure, pleaſeth the minde with honeſt pas 
ſtime, æ alſoencourageth all other youth earneſtly to followe 
the ſame, And theſe reaſons (as I ſuppoſe)ſtirred vppe both 
great men tobzings vptheir childzen inſhoting, #alſonoble 
common wealthes ſo ſtraitly to commaunde ſhotinge.Ther 
foze ſeinge Pꝛinces moued by honeſt occaſions, haue in al cds 
mon wealthes vſed ſhotinge , I ſuppoſc there is no other de⸗ 
gree of meu, neyther-laweuo}bye,learned noꝛ leude, yonge 
no} olde. P.H I. Nou ſhalneede wade no farcher in this mat- 
ter Toxophile, but if pan can pꝛoue me þ ſcho lers 4 men ge⸗ 
uen to learniuge may honeſtly vſe ſhotinge, Iwill ſone graũt 
you p all other ſoꝛtes of mt maynot only lawłully, but ought 
ok dutye to bſe it. But I thincke pou cannot pꝛoue but that al 
theſe examples ot ſhotinge brought from ſo longe a time, bſed 
ol ſo noble Pꝛinces, confirmed by ſo wyſe mennes lawes and 
iudgementes, are ſet afoze temporall men, onelpe to folowe 
them: wherby theymaye the better q ſtronglyer defeude the 
common wealthe withall. And nothinge belongeth to ſcho⸗ 
lers and learned men, which haue an other part of the cõmon 
wealth, quiet and peaceable put to their cure ꝶ charge. whole 
ende as it is diuerſe from the other, ſo there is no one waye 
that leadeth to them both. IOX. Igraunt Philologe.that 
ſcholers aud lape men haue diuers offices and charges in the 
common wealthe, which requy2es diuers b2inginge vppe in 
theyꝛ youth, if they hall do them as they ought to do in they 
age. Pet as tempoꝛall men ot neceſſitye are compelled to take 
ſomewhat ol learninge to do their office the better withall: 
ſo ſcholers may þ boldlyer bozrowe ſo newhat ol laye mens 
paſtimes to maintaine their health in ſtudy withal And ſure⸗ 
pe of all other thinges ſhotinge is neceſlarxe foz both loztes

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Which thin ge, when it hath beneenermoze vſed in England 
how muche good it hath done, both olde men and Chꝛonicles 
do tell: and alſo our ennem yes can beare vs recoꝛde. Foz it it 
be true (as I haue harde ſaye) when the kinge of Englande 
bath bene in Fraunce, the pꝛieſtes athomebecauſe they were 
Archers, haue bene able to ouer thzow all Scotlande, Againe 
there is another thinge which aboue all other doth moueme, 
not onlye to loue ſhootinge, to pꝛayſe ſhootinge, to exhozte all 
other to ſh ootinge, but alſo to vſe ſhooting my ſelfe: and that 
is our late kinge Henrye the eyghte, his moſt ropall purpoſe 
and will, which in all his ſtatutes generally doth commaſive 
men, and wich his owne mouth moſt gentlye did exhoꝛt men, 
and by his great giftes and rewardes, greatly did encourage 
men, and with his moſt Pꝛincelye example very ofte did pꝛo⸗ 
uoke all other men to the ſame. But here you will come with 
tempazall man and ſcholer: I tell you plainly,ſcholer 02 bn- 
ſcholer,y2aifJ were. xx. ſcholers,-J woulde thincke it were 
my dutye, bothe with exhoztinge men toſhote, and alſo with 
ſhootinge my ſelle, to helpe to ſet fo ward that thinge which -

The Nource of diſe and cardes, is we⸗ 
riſom Idleneſſe, enempe of vertue, the dꝛowner of youthe, þ 
tarpeth in it, and as Chaucer doth ſap verye well in the Par⸗ 
ſons tale, the grene path woeye to hell. hauing this thinge ap⸗ 
pꝛopꝛiat vnto it, that where as other vices haue ſome cloke of 
bone ſtye, onlye idlenes can neyther do well, noz pet thincke 
well.

in the Realme, through which the common wealthe oftenti⸗ 
mes is licke. Foꝝ not onlye good quicke wittes to learning be 
thereby bzoughte oute of frame, and quite marred : but alſo 
manly wittes, eyther to attempt matters of highecourage in 
warre time, 02 els ta atchiue matters of weight | wyſevome 
in peace time, be made thereby very quaiſye and faynte. Foz 
loke through all Hiſtozies wꝛitten in Greke, Latine, o other 
language, and you ſhall neuer finde that Rralme pꝛolper in 
the which ſuch idle paſtimes ate vſen.

After the-wifedomobfthe inte, are valiant Captaynes 
mol netellarye in warve; whole office and dutye is to knowe 
aldleightes and pollicies fo2 all kindes of warre, which they 
mapye learne two wayes, eyther in daily folowinge and haun- 
tinge the warres 8} els becauſe wiſedome boughte with ſtri⸗ 
pes, is manye times ouercoſtlye: they map beſtow ſometime 
in Vegetius, which entresteth ſuch matters in Latine mete⸗ 
lye well, oz rather in Polyenus, Leo the Emperour, which 
ſetteth oute all pollicies and duties of Captaynes in þGreke 
tongue verye excellentlye.

The ſtrength of warre lyeth in the ſouldiour, whoſe chit fe 
pꝛayſe and vertue, is obedience towarde his captaine, ſayth 
Plato, And Xenophon beinge a Gentylc authoz,moſt Chzi- 
ſtianlye doth ſape, euen by theſe woꝛdes, that that ſouldivur 
which firſt ſerueth God, and than obepeth his Captaine, map 
bouldlye th all courage, hope toouerthzowe his enempe. A- 
gaine, without obedience neyther valiant mã, ſtout hozſe,noz 
goodly harnes doth any good at all. which obedience of þ ſoul» 
diour toward the Captaine, bought the hole Emppꝛe of the 
wozld into the Romanes hands, whan it was bzought, kept 
it lenger, than euer it was kept in any common wealth befoze 
92 after, And this tobe true, Scipio Africanus, the moftno» 


Pluafchus ple Captapne that euer was amouge the Romaynes, ſhewed 


very platuly, what time 1 7 went into Africlce, to deſtrope 
Carthage. Fo he reſting his hoaſt by the way in Sicilie, a day 
£3 two, and at a time ſtandinge wagreat man of Sicilie, la- 
kinge on his ſouldiours how they exerciſed themſelues in ke⸗ 
pinge of arape, g other feates, the gentleman af. Sci aſked: 
Scipio, wherein laye his chiefe hope ouercome Carthage: 
He aunſwered,in pouder felowes c — Innonge: 
And why ſayth the other, becauſe ſayth Scipio, i i I cimpifi- 
ded them to runne in to the top ot this high caſtel, & caſt them · 
ſelues downe backe warde vpon theſe rockes, I am ſure they 
would do it. Saluſt alſo doth waite,that there were mo Ro- 
maines put to death of they Captaynes foz ſettinge on they 
enempyes befoze they had litente, than were fo rſininge away 
out of the field,befoze they had foughtT; Theſe two txamples 
do pꝛoue, that amonges the Romaines, þ obedience of þ ſoul- 
diour s was wonderfull greate, and the ſeyericye ofthe Cap · 
tapnes, to ſee the ſame kept, wouderful ſtrapte. Foz they wel 
perceiued that an hoaſt full of obedience, falleth as ſeldom in - 
to the handes ol their enempyes , as that body fauleth into iea⸗ 
per dye, the which is ruled by reaſon. Reaſon and Rulers be» 
inge like in office, (koꝛ $ one ruleth the body of man, the other 
ruleth the bodpe of the common wealth )oughte ta be like of 
conditions, and oughteto be obeyed in all maner ot matters.

The whith 
thinge Xenophs ſo wyſe a Philoſopher; ſo expertacaptaine 
in warte himſelfe, woulde neuer haue witten, and ſyeciallye 
in that booke wherein he pur poſed to ſhewe, as Tullye ſayth 
in dee de, not the true hiſtozye, but example of apcrfite wiſe 
Mꝛince and common wealth, excepte that judgement ofchaſi- 
ginge Artillerp, inta other weap6s,he hapalwayes thought 
beſt to ve folowed,in all warre.{(Uhoſe counſaple the Parthi» 
ans did falowe,when they chaſed Antonicouer the mountay 
ues of Media, which beinge the beſte ſhooters of the wozlde, 
lefte they2 bowes andtoke them to ſpeares and moziſpikes, 

And theſe fewe examples J trowe, of the bete ſhooters, do 
well pzoue that the heſt ſhootinge is nat the beſt thing a you 
tall it in warre. T OX. As concerninge paur ürſt example, 
taken out of Euripides, I marueple you will bzinge it fo the 
diſpzapſe of ſhootinge, ſeinge Euripides doth make thoſe Uer- 
ſes,not becauſe hee thinketh them true, but becauſe hee thin⸗ 
keth tbem ũt koz the perſon that ſpake them.

thians ſhaftes might lyde ouer them, and vo them no harme, 
which thinge when the Parthians perteyued, thinkiuge that 
the Romaynes were ka werped with laboure, watche, and 
hunger: they layed downe theyz bowes, x toke ſperes in their 
—_— and ſo ranne vpon them: but the Romaynes percey- 
uinge them without theyꝛ bowes, roſe vp manfullye,and ſlue 
them eueryemothers ſonne ſaue a fewe that caued themſel⸗ 
ues with gn, ay, And herein our Archers of Eng⸗ 
lande farre paſſe rc which foz ſuch a purpoſe, whk 
they ſhall Reis hande ſtrokes , hatheuer redye, eyther at 
his backe he —— oz els in his nexte felowes hand a leaden 
maule, oz wrapd, to beate downe his enempes with · 
all.

Examples ſurely I haue marked 
very manpe: from the beginninge of time had in memopye of 
wytinxe,thrtoughoute all common wealthes, and Emppꝛes 
of the wozlde : whereof the moſt parte Iwill paſſe ouer, leaſt 
A ſhoulde be tedious : yet ſome I will touche, becauſe they be

And becauſe the ſto2ye of the Iewes is foz þ time moſtauns 
tient,fo2 the truthe moſt credible, it ſhalbe maſt fitte to begin 
with them, And althougbe I know p God is the onlye geuer 
ofvictozye,and not the weapons,foz all ſtrength and victozye 
(ſayth ludas Machabens) commeth from Heauen : Pet ſures 
lye ſtronge weapds be the inſtruments where wich God doth, 
quercome that parte, which be mill haue ouerchzowen. Foz, 
God is well pleaſed with wyſe and witty feates of warre; Ag: 
in metinge ok enempes, foz truſe takinge, to haue pꝛiuilye in 
a buſhmente harneſt men layed foz feare of treaſon, as ludas 
Machabeus did with Nicanor, Demetrius Captaine: And to 
haue engines of warre to beate downe Citties withall: and to 
haue ſcoutwatch amonges our ennempes to know they coſis, 
Gayles, as the noble captaine Ionathas bzother to Iudas Ma- 
chabeus did in the countrye of Amathie againſt the mightye 
hoaſt of Demetriꝰ. And beſide all this, God is pleaſed to haus 
goodly tombesfo2 them which do noble feates in warre, and 
to haue theyꝛ Images made, and alſo then cote Armours to 
be ſet aboue they tambes, to they perpetuall laude and me⸗ 
moꝛpe: as the valiante captaine Sy mon, did cauſe ta be made 
fo: his bꝛethꝛen ludas Machabeus and Ionathas, when they 
were llaine ok the Gentiles, And thus of what autozitye fea · 
tes of warre, and ſtronge weapons be, ſhoꝛtly and plainly we 
maye learne: Bnt amonges the Iewes as Abegan to tell, I. 
am ſure there was nothinge ſooccupyev,02 did ſo much goon 
as bowes did;in ſomuche that when the lewes hadanye great

cauſeeuerpe man readeth them dailye: But pet one place of 
Scripture I muſt needes remember, which is moze notable 
forthe p2apſe ofſhootiuge,than anye that euer Jredde in any 
other ſtozye , and that is, when Saule was llaine of the Phili⸗ 
ſtines beinge mightye bawmen, and lonathas his ſonne with 
bim, that was ſo good a ſhoter,as the Scripture ſayth,that 
he neuer hot ſhafte in vaine, and v the kiugdome after Saules 
death came vuto Dauid: the firſt Statute and lawe that euer 
Danid made after he was kinge, was this, that all the chil 
dt of Iſracll ſhould learne to ſhoote,accozding to a lam made 
manye a daye befoe that time, fo2 the ſettinge out of 
as it is mitten (ſayth Scripiure) in libro Iuſtorum, w 
booke we haue not now: And thus we ſee plainly what great 
bſe ol ſhootinge, and what p2ouilid euen from the be ginninge 
of the wozlve fz Hootinge was amonge the lewes, 
 TheEthwpianswhichinhabite the furtheſt parte South 
in the — wonderfull bowmen : in ſomuch when 
Cambyſes kinge of Perſic being in Egipt, ſent certapne Ems

This bowe, when it tame amonge the Perſians.ntuer one mã 
in ſuch anjnfinite hoaft(as Herodotus doth ſaye) could ſtyꝛre 
the ſtring ſaue onlye Smerdis þ bzother of Camby ies, which 
fyzredic two fingers, and na further: fa the which acte Ca. 
by ſes had ſuche enuye at bim, that he after warde ſlue him:ag 
doch appeare in the ſlozpe. 

Seſoſtris the moſt mightye kinge that euer was in Egipte, 
duercame a great part ofthe wozld,aud that by Archers: ho 
ſubdued the Arabians, the lewes, the Aſlyrians: he went kar⸗ 
ther in Scy thia then auye man els : he ouercame IT hracia, e- 
ven to the bozders of Germanye, And in token how he duer- 
tame all men, he ſet vp iu manye places great Images tohis 
awne likeneſſe, hauinge in the one hande a bowe, inthe other 
a ſharpe headed ſhaft : that men might knowe what weapon 
bis hoaſt bſed, iu conqueringe ſo manpe peaple. 

Cyrus, counted a god amonge the Gentiles, fox bis nobles 
neſſe and felicitye in warre : pet at the laſt hen he ſec vpon þ 
Maſlagetanes(which people neuer went without they bowe 
no2 heir quiuer, neither in warre no2 peace) hee and — his 
we re ſlaine, and that by ſhootinge, as appeareth in the ſtozpe. 

Polycrates þ Pzince oſ Samos (a verp little Ne) was Lon 
duer all the Greke ſeas,aud withſtade the power of the Perſi- 
ans, only by the helpe ofa thouſande Archers. 

The people of Scy thia, of all other mTloued and bſed moſt 
ſhootinge, the hole riches & houſeholde ſtuffe ofa man in Scys 
thia,was a poake of Oxen, a ploughe,his nagge a hisdogge, 
bis bowe and his quiuer: which quiuer was couered with the 
ſkin of a man, which hee take oz flue firſt in battaile. The Scy⸗ 
thians to be inuincible by reaſon ot᷑ — praces eee? 
boyages of ſo manye conquerours ſpente in that countrye in 
lane, doth well pꝛoue: but ſpeciallpe þ of Darius we.

tye kinge of Perſie, which when he had taryed there a greate 
ſpace, ⁊ done no good, but had fo weryed his hoaſt with tra 
uaile and hunger: Ac laſt the men ol Scythia ſent an Emba-· 
ſadour with .itii.giftes: a byzde,a frogge, a mouſe, and fpue 
fhaftes. Darius marueylinge at the ſtraungeneſſe of the gifs 
tes,aſked the meſſenger what they ſignifyed : the meſſenger 
anſwered, that he had nofurther commaundemente,but only 
to deliner his giftes, aud returne againe with all ſyede: but 
Jam ſure (ſayth he) you Perſians fo your great wyſedome, 
can ſoone boult out what they meane. Then * meſlenger 
was gone, tuery man began to ſay his verdite. 

mente was this, that the Scythians gaue ouer into the Per ſi- 
ans hands, their liues, theft hole power, both by lande & ſea, 
figuifptnge by the mouſe the earth, by the frogge the water, 
in which they both liue,b 


maintayned alwayes by ſhootinge , Gobryas a noble & wiſe 
taptapne amonges the Perſians, was of a. cleane coutrarye 
minde, la ,napenotfo,butthe Scithians meane thus by 
their giftes,that except we getce vs wi flye into the 
ayꝛe like byꝛdes, 02 runne into þ holes 
ozels lye lurkinge in fennes and mariſhes like frogges, wee 
ſhall neuer returne home againe , wee be vtterlye vn- 
done with they ſhaftes: which ſenttte ſanke ſo ſoze into their 
hartes, that Darius with all ſpeede poſſible , bzake vppe his 
campe,and gat himſelfe home warde.

ſyde the citie of Dy los, where Neſtor ſometime was Lode: þ 
ſhaftes wente ſo thicke that dayeCayth T hucydides)thatno 
man coulde ſee their cnempes. A Lacedemonian taken pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, was aſked ofoneat Athens, whether they were toute 
fellowes that were ſlaine 02 no, of the Lacedemonians: Pee 
aunſwered nothinge els but this: make muche of thoſe chal⸗ 
tes of poures, lo they know neither toute no2 vnſfonte:mea- 
ninge thereby, that no man (though he were neuer ſo lloute) 
tame in their walke, that eſcaped without death. 

| Herodotus deſcrpbinge the mighty hoalt of Xerxes eſpe⸗ 
Herodo.in riallpe doth marke oute, what bowes and ſhaftes they bſed, 
Polym, fignifyinge that therein lape they} chiefe ftrengthe .

Foz 
by the great commoditye that we toke in hearinge him reade 
p2iuatelye inhis chamber, all Homer, Sophocles, & Euripis 
des, Herodotus, T hucydides, Xenophon, Iſocrates and Pla- 
to, we feele the great diſcõmodity in not hearinge ofhim, A. 
riſtotle and Demoſthenes, which two authoꝛs with all dyli⸗ 
cence laſt of all he thought to haue redde vnto vs, And when 


A conſider howe manye men be ſuccoured with his helpe,and 


his ayde to abyde here fo: learninge, and howe all men were 
pꝛouoked and ſtyꝛren vp, by his counſaple and daily example, 
howe they ſhould come to learninge, ſurelpe I perceiue that 
ſcntence of Plato to be true, whiche ſapth : that there is nos 
thinge better in any cõmon wealthe.thanthatthere ſhould 
be alwayes one or other, excellent paſlinge man, whoſe life 
and vertue,\houldeplucke forward / the will, diligence, la- 
bour and hope of all other, that folowing his foot. ſtep 
they might cometo the ſame ende, whereunto labour, 
ninge and vertue, had conueyed him before, 


The great hinderance of learninge, in lackinge this man 
greatly ſhould lament, ik this .

hartesof England: Fox whom all Englande daily doth pꝛap, 
that he paſſinge his Tutour in learninge and knowledge fo- 
lowinge his father in wiſedome and felicitpe , attoꝛdinge to 
that example which is let afoze his eyes, maye ſo ſet out any 
maintaine gods woꝛd to the aboliſhment of all Papiſtrie, the 
confuſton of all hereſpe, ↄᷣ thereby be feared ol his ennemyes, 
loued of all his ſubiectes, mape bzinge to his owne glozp, im- 
moꝛtal fame and memoꝛpe, to this Realme, wealthe,honour 
and kelicity, to true aud vnfapned Religion perpetuall peace, 
concoꝛde and vnitpe.

maner I haue reherſed wozd foz wozde,plainly voch declare. 
And pet ſhootinge, althoughe they ſet neuer ſ@muche by it, 
was neuer ſo good than, as it is nowe in Englande, whiche 
thinge to be true, is verye pꝛobable, in that Leo doth ſaye: 
that he woulde haue his ſouldiours take of their arrowe hea⸗ 
des, and one ſhoote at an other, for their exerciſe, whiche 
playe if Engliſhe archers vſed, I thincke they ſhoulde linde 
ſmall plape and leſſe pleaſure in it at all. 
Che grrate vpperhande maintapned alwayes in warre by 
Artillerie, doth appeare very plainly by this reaſon alſo, chat 
whan the Spaniardes, Frenchmen, and Germanes, Grekes, 
Macedonians and Egiptians, eche countrye vlinge one ſingu⸗ 


ler weapon,fo2 which they were greatlye feared in warre, as 


the Spantarde Lancea, the Frenchman Gela, the German 
Framea, the Grecian Machera, the Macedonian Sariſla, yet 
couldthep not eſcape, but be ſubiectes toþ Empyzeof Rome, 
whan þ Parthians hauinge all thep2 hope in Artillerye,gaue 
no place to them, but onercame the Romanes, ofter than the 
Romanes them, and kept battel with them many an handzey 
yeare,and flue the riche Craſſus and his ſonne, with manye a 
foute Romaine moze, with they bowes. They dzaue Mare 
cus Antonius ouet the hilles of Media and Armenia, ta bis

whom the Parthians byrtaſon of they artilllerie , regarded 
neuer one whitte, and thus with the Romaines, Imape con:

ryſinge and ſunne ſettinge as Iullyeſayth: but ſo far re they 
went, as Artillerie woulu geue them leaue. Foz I thincke all 
the grounde that they had, eyther Nozthward, farther than 
the bozders ol Scythio, oz Eaſtwarde, farther than the boz- 
ders of Parthia, a man might haue bought withaſmal deale 
ofmoney,of which thinge ſurelye ſh t was the cauſe.

theſe the thinges with the Artillerye of Englande, a.

Lyke as grounde is plentitull and fruicfull, which with ⸗ 
out any tillinge, bʒingeth out cane, as foꝛ example, if a man 
ſhoulde go ta the myll oz market with cozne, and happen to 
ſpill ſome in the waye, pet it would take roote and growe, be 
cauſe the ſoyle is ſo good: ſo Englande maye be thought very 
fruittull and apt to bzinge out ſhooters, wherechildzen euen 
frd the cradell,loue it; and ponge men without any teaching 
ſo diligentlye vſe it. Againe, like wiſe as a good grounde well 
tyllev, and well huſbanded,bzingeth out great plenty at byg 
tare d. cone, and good to the faule: ſo if the youthe of Eng» 
unde being apte of it ſelſe toſhoote, were taught and learned 
bote to ſhoote, the Archers of Englande ſhould not be anlyt 
eat dealeranker,4 mo then they be; but alſoa good dealt 
r and ſkronger Archers then they be. This commodity. 
ſwoulde folowe alſoif the pouth of Englande were taughte to 
(hoote, that even as plowinge of a good grounde fo2 wheate, 
doth not only make it meete fo2 the ſeede,but alſo ryueth and 
plucketh vp hy che rootes, all thiſtles, bzambles aud wet des 
which grawe of their owne actoꝛde, to the deſtruction ol both 
cozne and grounde: Cuen ſo ſhoulde the teachingeof pouthe 
to ſhoote, nat oulye make them ſhoote well, but alſo plucke a» 
wayt by the tootes all other deſyꝛe to noughtye paſtimes, as 
dyſinge, tardinge and boulinge, which without any teac hing 
are vſedeuery where, to the great harme ok all youth ofthis 
Realine, And like wyſe as burninge of thiſtles, and diligente 
wedinge them out of the cozne,doth not halfe ſo muche rydde 
them, as when the ground is falloed @tilledfo2 good graine,

PHI, Uerye well ſayd Toxophile,and J iſe you, A a» 
gree to chis judgement ofyours together, and therefoze Aci 
not little marueile, whp Engliſ he menbzinge no moze helpe 
to ſhooting, then nature itſelfe geueth them. Fo you lee that 
tuen childzen be put to they} owne ſhifres in ſhooting,hauing 
nothinge taught them: but that they mape choſe, and chafics 
to ſhoote ill, rather then well, vnaptlye ſoner then ſitlie, vnto⸗ 
wardlye, moꝛe eaſelye then well fauouredlye, whiche thinge 
cauſeth manpe neuer beginne to ſhoote: and moo to leaue it ot 
when they baue begonne: and moſt ol all to ſhoote both wozle 
and weaker, then they might ſhoote, ik they were taught. 
But peraduenture ſome men will ſaye, that wyth vſe of 
ſhootinge ami ſhall learne to ſhoote, true it is he ſhal learney 
but what ſhall he learne * marye to ſhootenoughtly, Fo? all 
Uſe, in all thinges, ifit be not taped by Cunninge , wyll ves 
rye eaſelye hinge a man to do that thinge, what ſoeuer hee 
goeth about with much illkauourednes and defozmitie, 
Ahich thinge how much harme it doth in learninge, both 
Craſſus excellencie doth pꝛoue in Tullye, and Amy ſelſe haue 
experience in my litle (hootinge .Andtherefoze Toxophile, 
you muſt nedes graunt me that eyther Engliſhe men do ill, in 
not ioyninge Knowledge of ſhootinge to Uſe , 03 els there is 
no knowledge oz cunninge, which ci|be gathered ok ſhooting. 
T O X, Learninge toſhoote is litle regarded in Englande, 
fo} this conſideration, becauſe men be ſo apte bp nature they 
haue j greaterevpe fozwardnes and will co vile ity althoughe 
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no man teache them, all though no man bidde them, and ſo ol 
their owne courage they runne hedlynge on it, e ſboote they 
ill, hoote they well, great hede they take not. And in verye 
dede Aptneſle with Uſe maye do ſomewhat withoute Rnow- 
ledge, but not the tenthe parte, if ſo be they were iopned with 
knowledge. Which thꝛe thinges be ſeperate as pou ſee . not 
ol their owne kinde, but thzough the neglig ẽce ol men which 
couplech them not together. And where ye doubt whether 
there can be gathered any knowledge oz arte in ſhootinge 02 
no, ſurelye I chincke that a man beinge well exerciſedin it, 
And ſomewhat honeſtlye learned withall, mighte ſaone with 
2 \ 2 *-\ 1.» | diligent obſcruing and marking the hole nature of ſhooting, 
Minde oute as it were an Arte of it, as Artes inothermatters 
% SPL. haue bene kounde outafoze,ſeinge that ſhootinge ſtandeth by 
wo thoſe thinges, which maye both be thoꝛowlye percepued,and 
perfitly knowen,and ſuch that neuer fayles, but be euer cer; 
taine, belõging to one moſt perfect ende, as ſhooting ſtreight 
and kepinge of a lengthe bzing a man to hitte the marke, the 
chiefe ende in ſhootinge . which two thinges a man mape at⸗ 
taine vnto, by dyligente vſinge, and well handelinge thoſe in⸗ 
gruments, which belonge vnto them. Therefoze I cannot ſe, 
but there lyeth hidde in þ nature ol ſhootinge, an Arte, which 
by notinge, and obſeruinge of him, that is exerciſed in it, if he 
be any thinge learned at all, may be taught, to the great furs 
therance of Artillerie thzoughe oute all this Realme, And 
trulye I marucile greatlye, that Engliſ he men woulde ne» 
ner yet, ſecke fo} the Arte of ſhoatinge, ſeinge they be ſo apte 
vntoit, ſo pzayſed ofthere frends], ſo feared of there enempes 
fo it. Vegetius would haue maſters appointed, which ſhould 
teache pouthe toſhoote fayze, Leo the Emperour of Rome,

olde Romaines ; which cuſtome ol teachinge youth to ſhoote

is the Schole of the Perſians, appointed to bzinge vp youth,

a litle blind vſe,lackes her beſt maintainer which is cunning: 
of louthfulneſſe towarde their owne ſelfe , becauſe they art 
content with that which aptnefle and vſe doth graunt them in 
Hootinge, # will ſeeke foz noknowledge asothcrnoble com- 
mon wealches baue done tandthe iuſtlier ſhootinge mighte 
make this complaint, ſe inge thatof feute and weapons there 
is made an Arte, a thinge in no wyſe to be compared to ſhoo- 
tinge. Fozoffence all moſtineuerpe towne, there is nat ane · 
lye Paiſtersto teache it, wyth his Hꝛouoſtes, Uſſhers, ſcho : 
lers, and other names ot arte, and ſchole, but there hach not 
fayled alſo, which hath diligently and fauduredlye wyitten it, 
and is ſet out in Pꝛinte that tuerye mau mape reade it.

And Ariſtotle ſapth that in all deedes there are two 
pointes to be marked,poſlibilitye and excellencye, but chiefe« 
lye a wyſe man muſt folowe, and laye hande on poſſibilitie foz 
feare heleaſe both, Therefoze ſeinge that which is moſt per · 
fect and beſt in ſhootinge as alwayes to hit the pzicke,was nes

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Therekoze ſeinge heads be ſoneceſſarye, they muſt of neceſſ 
ty, be wel loked vpon. Heads foz warte, of longe time hath 
bene made, not onlye of divers matters, but alſo of diuers fa« 
ſbions. The Troyans had beades of pꝛon, as this Uerſe ſpe» 
ken ot Pandarus, ſheweth: 


Vp to the pappe his ſtring did he pull, his ſhaft to the harde yron. 


The Grecians had heads ol bzaſſe,as Vlyſſes ſhaftes were 
headed, when he ſlewe Antinous, and the other wowers ol 
Penelope. 

Quite throughe a dore,fleyve a ſhaft yyith a braſſe head. 


It is plane in Homer where Menelaus was wofided of Pa- 
darus ſhaftes, that the heedes were not glewed on, but tyed 
on with a ſtring, as the Commentaryes in Grekec plainly tel. 
And therfoze ſhooters at that time vſed tocarye they} ſhaftes 
wout heads, vntill they octupped them, ę than ſet on an head 
as it appeareth in Homer the xi. Booke Ody ſſei, where Pe⸗ 
nelopebzought Vly ſſes bow vowne amonges the gentlemt;, 
which came on wowinge to her, that hee whiche was able to 
bende it and dꝛawe it, might enioy her, and afeer her folowed 
a mapde ſayth Homer, carpinge a bagge full of heades, both 
ofp2on and bzaſſe. 

The men ofScythia,vſed heads of bzaſſe.The men of Inde 
vſed heads ofp20n,The Ethiopians vſep heads of hard ſhatpe 
ſcone, as both Herodotus and Pollux doth tell. Che Germai- 
nes as Cornelius Tacitus doth ſape, bad they? ſhaftes headed 
with bone, and manye countryes both of olde time and nowe, 
vſe heades of hoꝛne, but of all other pzon # ſte le muſt nedes be 
the fitteft fo heades, Iulius Pollux calleth otherwyſe than 
we do, where the fethers be the heade, and that which we cal 
the heade he calleth the point. 

Faſhion of heades is diuers and that ot olde time:two ma- 
ner ofatrowcs heades ſapth Pollux, wasvſed in old time. 
The one he calleth &uvoc, deſcribinge it thus, hauinge two 
pointes 02 barbes, lokinge backeward tothe ſtele and 2 | 
cyers 
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thers, which ſurely we call in Engliſhea bzode arrowe head 
a aſwalowe taple. The other he calleth \«xis, hauinge . ii. 
pointes kretchinge foxwarde, and this Engliſhemen do call 
a fozkehead;both theſe two kindes ofheads were vſed in Hos 
mersdapes l Teucer vſed fozked heades , ſapinge thus to 
Agamemnon, 


Eyght good ſhaftes haue I ſhot fith I came, ech one vvich a forke heade. 


Pandarus heades and V1y ſſes heades were bꝛode arrowe 
beades, as a man mape learne in Homer that would be curi⸗ 
ous in knowinxe that matter. Hercules vſed fozked heades, 
but pet they had thꝛe pointes o2 foꝛkes, when other mens had 
but two. The Parthians at that great battaile wher they ſlue 
riche Craſſus and his ſonne,vſed bꝛode Arrowe heads, which 
ſtacke ſo ſoze þ the Romaynes could not pull them out againe. 
Commodus the Emperour bſed fozked heades, whoſe faſhi- 
on Herodian doth liue ly and naturallye deſcribe, ſaving that 
they were like the ſhap of a newe mone where with he woulde 
finite the head ofa birde and neuer miſſe, other faſhionof hea · 
des haue not J redde on. Dur Engliſhe heades be better in 
warre then eyther fozked heades 02 bzode arrowe heads. Foz 
firſt the ende being lighter they flee a great deele the faſter, 
by the ſame reaſon geueth a karte ſozer ſtripe. Yea and Jſup* 
piſe if the ſame litle barbes which they haue, were clene put 
awaye,they ſhould be farre better. Fo2 this euerye man doth 
graunt, da ſhaft as long as it flyeth, turnes, a whã itleaueth 
turning it leueth going anp far ther. And euery thing that en- 
ters by a turninge ⁊ bo inge kaſhion, the mote flatter it is, the 
wozle it enters, as a knife though it be ſharpe pet becauſe of þ 
edges, will not boze ſo well as a bodkin, foz everpe rounde 
thing enters beſts there loge nature, ſapth Ariſtotle, made þ 
raine dꝛoppes rounde fo2 quicke percinge the ape. Thus, ey⸗ 
ther ſhaftes turne not in flyinge, oz els our flat arrow heades 
ſtop the ſhakt in entringe. P H I, But yet Toxophileta hold 
your communication a litle I ſuppoſe the flat head is better, 
both becauſe it maketh a greater hole, g alſo becauſe it ſtickes 
laſtet in. I OX. Wann, as thep be both true, ſo 
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they be bothnonght. Foz firſt the lefle hoole, if it bedeepe, is 
the woꝛſe to heale againe : whẽ a man ſhooteth at his enemy, 
he deſp2eth rather that it ſhould enter farre , then ſticke faſt, - 
Fo? what remedye is it I pꝛaye you fot him that is ſmitten 0 
a deepe wounde to pull out the ſhaftquickclye, except it be to 
haft his death ſpedelye * thus heades which make a litle hole 
and deepe,be better in warre,than thoſe which make a great 
bole and ſticke faſt in. Iulius Pollux maketh mention of ccr- 
taine kindes of heades foʒ warre which beare fp2e in them, e 
ſcripture alſo ſpeaketh ſomewhat of the ſame. Herodotus 
doth tell a wõder full pollicy to be done by Xerxes what time 
he belſieged ÿ great Tower in Athens: He made his Archers 
binde they? ſhakte heades about with towe, and than let it on 
fe g ſhoote them, which thing done by manp Archers ſet al 
the places on fyꝛe, which were ok matter ts burne :# beſpdes 
that daſed the men within, lo that they knewe not whyther to 
turne them. But to make an ende ok all heades fo2 warre, J 
woulde wyſhe þ the heade makers of Englande ſhoulde make 
their ſheafe arrow heades moe harder pointed then they be: 
for I my ſelfe haue ſeene of late ſuch heades ſette vpen ſheafe 
Arrowes, as the officers if they had ſeene them woulde not 
bane bene content withall. 

Nowe as concerninge heades fo? pꝛickinge, which isoure 
purpole, there be diuers kindes,ſome be blontheades, ſome 
ſharpe, ſome both blonte and ſharpe. The blont heades men 
bſe becauſe they percepue them to be good, to kepe a lengthe 
withal, they kepe a good length, becauſe a man pulleth them 
no kurther at one time than at another. Fo? in feelinge the 
plompe ende alwayes equallye he maye lowſe them. Yet in 
a wynde, x agaiuſt the winde ÿ wether hath ſo muche power 
on the bꝛode ende, v no mã can kepe no ſure length, with ſuch 
a head. Therfoze a blont head in a caulme oꝛ downe a winde is 
very good, otherwiſe none wozſe. Sharpe heads at the end w⸗ 
vut any ſhoulders(Jcal pᷣ the ſhoulder in a head which amis 
finger pal tee le afoꝛe it come to the point) wil perch quirklye 
thꝛough a winde, but yet it hath two diſcommodities,the one 
that it will keepe no lengthe, it kepeth no length, becauſe no

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man tan pull it certainlpe as farre one time 3 dit 
is not dzawen certainly ſo far one time as at an other, becauſe 
it lacketh ſhouldzinge: wherewich as with a ſure token ami 
might:be warned wh tolouſe,#alſo becauſe men are afrapd 
of the ſharpe pointe foz ſettingeit in the bowe . The ſeconde 
incomoditye is when it is lightedon che grounde, the mall 
point ſhall not euerye time be in ieoperdie of hurtinge, which 
thinge of all other will ſaneſt make the ſhaft leſe the lengthe. 
Nowe when blont heades be good to-kepe a length withall, 
pet nought foꝛ a wynde, ſharpe heades good to perche the we- 
ther withall,yeenought for a leugth, certaine heade makers 
dwellinge in London, percepuinge the commonityeof bothe 
kinde of heades iopned with a diſcommoditye, inuented ne we 
files and other inſtrumentes wherewith they bzougbtheades 
fo2 prickingetoſucha rfitneſſe,chat all the commodities of 
tbe twa other beades ſhould be put in one heade without anp 
diſcommodity at all. Thep made a certaine kinde of heades 
which mencall hie rigged, creaſed, oꝛ ſhouldzed heads, oꝛ fil- 
uer ſpone heades,fo a certainelikenefle þ ſuche — haue 
with þ knob ende af ſome ſiluex ſpone s. Theſe heads be good 
both tokepe a length withall, and alſotoperche a wynde Þ- 
all. Tokepe a length withall becauſe a man mape certainlye 
pull it to the ſhouldzing euery ſhoote and na farther, to perch 
a wynde withal becauſe the point from the ſhoulder fozward, 
bꝛeaketh the wether as all other ſharpe thinges dos, So the 
bloat ſhoulder ſerueth foza ſure length kepinge, the point al- 
ſois euer fic, foz a roughe Egreat wether pertinge. And thus 
muche as ſhoztly as I coulde as concerninge heades both foz- 
warre and peace.

And now J trowe Philologe, we haue 
done as concerninge all Jnſkrumentes be longinge to ſhos⸗ 
tinge, which euery ſere archer ought,to pꝛouide foz himſelfe. 
And there remapneth two thinges be hinde, which be general 
92 common to euer man the Wether and the Parke, but be; 
cauſe they be ſo knit with ſhootinge firaighte, oꝛ ke pinge of a 
lengtbe, I will rekerre them to that place, and nowe we will 
come (God willinge) to handle oure infirumentes,thethinge 
that euery man deſyꝛeth to ds well. P HI. Iyou teache me 
ſo well to handle the inſtrumentes aspou haue de ſcribes the, 
I ſuppoſe. ſhalbe-an archer good enoughe » IOX.

Another runneth koz warde, when he feareth t, hea⸗ 


to ther wzythes oz runneth a ſyde, to pull in his ſhaft 
ſtrai ne lifteth vp his hee le, x ſoholvech his foote ſtill, 
as longe as his ſhaftflyeth . An other caſteth his arme backe + 
ward after the lowſe. And an other ſwynges his bowe about 
him, as it were a man with a ſkaffe to make roume in a game 
place. And manpe other faultes there be,whiche nowe come 
not tomy remembꝛaunce. Thus as you haue hearde, many 
Archers with marringe their face and countenaunce , wyth 
other partes, ot their bodye, as it were men that ſhould daũce 
antiques, be farre from the comelye poꝛte in ſhooting, which 
he that would be excellent muſt look e foʒ. 

Ok theſe faultes J haue verye manye my ſelke, but J talke 
not of my ſhootinge, but of the generall nature of ſbootinge. 
Now pmagen an Archer that is cleane without al theſe faul- 
tes I am ſureeuerp man would be delited to ſe him ſhoote. 

And althoughe ſuch a perfite cumlyneſſe cannot be exp2eſ« 
ſed with anye pzecepteofteachinge,as Cicero and other icat« 
ned men do ſap, vet I wil ſpeake (accozding to my litle knows 
ledge) that thinge in it, whiche if you folowe,althovghe you 
ſhall not be without fault, vet pour fault ſhall nepytcher quick⸗ 
lye be pertepued, noꝛ pet greatly rebuked ol them that ſtande 
by. Standing, nocking, dꝛawing, bolding, lawſünge, done as 
they ſhould be done, make kayꝛe ſhootinge. 

The firſt point is when a man ſhoulde ſhoote , to take ſuch 
kootinge and ſtandinge as ſhall be both cumlye tothe eye and 
pꝛaũtable to his vſe, ſetting his countenaunce q all the other 
partes of his bapy after ſuch a behauiour and pont, chat both 
al bis ttrength may be employed to his owne moſt auaſitage, 
aid his ſhoote made and handled to other mens pleaſure and 
delyte. A mã muſt not go to haſtely toit, fo that is . 
no} yet make to muche to do about it, fo2 that is cur ioſitye, 
one foote muſt not ſtande to far from the other, leaſt he ſtoupe 
to muche which ts vnſemelye, noz pet to nere together, leaſle 
be ſtande to ſtreyghte vnpe, fo2 ſo a man ſhall neyther vle his 
ſtrength well, nog pet ande ſtevfaſtlye, The

To nocke well is the eaſieft pointe of all, and is no 
cunninge, but onlye dyligente heede geuinge, to ſet his ſhafte 
neyther to hyt no2 to lowe, but euen ſtreight ouerwharte his 
bowe.

And beſydes that, if the ſhaft hande be hye and the bowe hand 
lowe 02 coutrarye,hoth the bowe is in ieaperdye of bzeaking, 
and the ſhakt, ik it be litle, will ſtart:it᷑ it be greate it will hob- 


ble. Nocke the cocke fethcr vpwarde alwayes as J toulde 


pou when J veſcribed the fether . And be ſure alwayes that 
pour ſtringe ſlip not out ofthe nocke, fo than all is in ieoper⸗ 
bye ofbzeakinge, 

Dꝛawinge well is the beſt part ol ſhootinge. Men in onlve 
time vſed no other maner of dꝛawinge than we do. Chey vſed 


to daa h lowe at the bꝛeſt, to the right pappe and no further, 
and this to be true is plaine in 


Homer, where he deſcrybeth 
Pandarus ſhootinge. | 


Vp to thepap his ſtringe did he pull, his ſhaft ro the hard heade. 


The noble women of Scythia vſed the ſame faſhion of ſoo- 
tinge lo we at the bꝛeſt, and becaule they? left pappe hindered 
theyz ſhaoting at the lowſe they cut it of wbt they were pong, 
and there foꝛe they be called in lacking iht pꝛ pap Amazones. 
Nowe a daye contrary wyſe we dzawe to the righte eare and 
not tothe pappe. Whether the olde waye in dzawinge low to 
the pappe, oz the new wap to dꝛawe a lot tu p care be better, 
an excellente vnyter in Grelcetalled Procopius doth ſaye his 
minde, he winge that the olde faſhion in dꝛawingt to the pap 
was noughte of no pithe, and therfoze ſayth Procopius; is 
Artillerye diſpzayſed in Homer whiche talleth it, &\ iNavoy.,. 
I. Weake and able to do na good. Dzawinge to the care bee 
p1apſeth greatly, whereby men ſhoote both ſtronger and lon⸗ 
ger: dꝛawynge therefoze to the eare is better than to dzawe 
at the bzeſt. And one thinge commeth into my remembzaunce

tedde of other kinde of ſhootinge, than! amis 
hand eyther to the beſte oz care: This thinge haue A ſought 
fo: in Homer, Herodotus, ę Plutarch, ę therfoze I marueile 
boweCroſbowes came firſt vp, ofthe which Jam ſure a mi 
ſhall finde litle mention made on anye good Authour. Leo 
the Emperour would haue his ſouldiours dzawe quicklye in 
warre,fo2 that maketh a ſhaft flye apace . In ſhootinge at the 
pꝛickes, haſtye and quicke dzawinge is neyther ſure tio2 pet 
cumlye . Therefoze to dzawe eaſelye and vnifozmelye,that is 
fo to ſay not wagginge our hand, nom vpward, now downe⸗ 
warde, but alwayes after one faſhion vntill you come tothe 
rigge 02 ſhouldzinge ofthe headezis beſt bothe fo2 pzofite and 
ſeemelineſſe, Poldinge muſtenot be longe, fo2 it bothe put 
teth a bow in ieoperdy, e alſo marreth a mans ſhoote,it muſk 
be ſo litle that it mape be percepued better in a mans minde 
when it is done, than ſeene with a mans eyes when it is in do⸗ 
inge. Lowlinge muſt be muche like Do quicke and harde 
that it be without all girdes, ſo ſokt and geutle that the hafte 
flye not as it were ſent out of a bowecaſe. The meane betwixt 
both, which is perfite lowlinge is not ſo harde to be folowep 
in ſhootinge as it is to be deſcribed in teachinge . Foz cleane 
lowſinge you mulk take heede of hittinge anye thinge aboute 
you, And fo? the lame purpoſe Leo the Emperout woulde 
bane all Archers in warte to haue both thep) heades pouled, 
and they2 beardes ſhauen leaſt the heere ofthey2 heads ſhould 
ſkoppe the ſighte of the eye, the heere of they? beards hinder þ 
courſe of the ſtringe.

The greateſt enempe of ſhooting is the Wypnde and S Wes 
ther, whereby true kepinge a lengthe is chiefelye hindered, 
Iftchisthinge were not, men by teachinge might be bzoughte 
to wonderfullneare ſhootinge . It is no marueile ik the litle 
pooe ſhaft beinge ſent alone, ſo highe in the ay2e,ints a great 
rage of wether, one winde toflinge it that waye, another this 
wape, it is no marueile I ſape though it leeſe the length, and 
mille that place where the ſhooter had thought to haue found 
it. Greater matters than ſhootinge are vnder the rule & will 
ofthe wether, as in ſaylinge on ſea. Andlikewyſe as in ſay- 
linge,the chicfe point of a good maſter,is to know the tokens 
afchaunge of wether,the courſe of the wyndeg, that thereby 
he may the better come tothe Pauen:euen ſo the beſt pzoper- 
tye ofa good ſhooter, is to knowe thenature ofthe windes, v 
him and againſt him, and thereby he maye the nerer ſhoote at 
his marke. Wyſe mayſters whan they cannot winne the beſt 
Danuen they are glad of the next: Good ſhooters alſo,that ca 
not whan they woulde hit the marke, will laboux to come as 
nigh astheycan» All thinges in this woꝛlde be vnperfite and 
vnconltant,therefoze let euerye man acknowledge his owne 
weakeneſſe, in all matters greate and ſmall, weightye e me⸗ 
rt, and glozifpe him, in whom onlye perfite perfiteneſle is. 
But now ſir, he that will at all aduentures vſe the ſeas, kno⸗ 
wing no moe what is to be done in a tẽpeſt than in a caulme, 
{þal ſoone become a marchaũt of Celeſkinnes;Sothat ſhoo⸗ 
tet whiche putteth no difference, but ſhooteth in alla like, in 
roughe wether and fayze,ſþal alwapes put his winninges in

Thisignozancye in men which knowe not fo; what time, and 
ta wbat thing they be ſitte, cauſeth ſome wyſhe to be riche,fox 
whd it were better a great deale to be pooze: other to be med · 
linge in everye mans matter, foʒ whom it were moze honeſty 
to be quiete and ſtill, Some to deſire to be in þ Court, which 
be bozne and be ſitter rather fo2 che carte. Some to be mai- 
ſters and rule other. which neuer pet began to rule themſelfe: 
ſome alwapes iangle and taulke, which rather ſhoulde heart 
and kepe ſilence.

to Gods owne matters and buſineſſes, 

This peruerſe iudge mente of fathers as conterning the ſit⸗ 
neſle q; vnſitneſſe ot theyꝛ childzencauſeth the tomm wealth 
haue many vnfitmpniſters; And ſeinge that myniſters be, as 
a manne woulde ſape, inſtrumentes wherewith the common 
wealth doth wozke all her matters wit hall, Imarueile how 
it chaunceth that a pooze ſhoomaker hath ſo much witte, that 
bee will pꝛepare no inſtrumente fo2 his ſcience neyther knyfe 
noz aule, noꝭ nothinge els which is not verye lit foz him: The 
common wealthe can be contenteto take at a fonde fathers 
hande, the rifraffe ofthe woꝛlde, to make thoſe inftrumentes 
of, wherewichall ſhe ſhoulde woozke the hieſt matters vnder 
Peauen, And ſurelye an aule of leade is not ſo vnp2ofitablein 
a ſhomakers ſhoppe, as an vnſit miniſter, made of grooſe me / 
tell, is vnſeemelye in the common wealthe .

d Jhad a greate delyte e pleaſure tu marke it, which ma · 
keth me nowe farre better ta remember it. Sometime the 
wynde would be not paſt. ii. ytardes bꝛode, ꝶ ſo it would cary 
the ſnow as far as I could ſee; Another time the ſnom would 
lowe ouer halle che fielde at ones. Sametime þ ſnow would 
tomhle ſofc]y,by v by it would fiye wouderful fat, And this 
I percepued alſo that the winde goeth by ſtreamess md not 
W Fe A ſhoy roy ie 
e two ſco⸗ 
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flew a pace, e ſo continue ſometime ſwiftiyer ſometime flows 
ter, fomtime boder, ſometime narrowerzas far as J couſd 
fee. No} it flewe not ſtreighte, out ſometime it crooked this 
wape ſo:nttime that waye, and ſometime it ran raum 
in a compaſſe. And ſometime the ſnowe woulde be lyſt cleane 
fromthe ground vp to the apze,and by and by it would be all 
clapt to the ground as though there had be ne no wynd at al, 
ſtreightwape it would ryſe ana ſiyt againe. 
Aud that which was the moſt mar ueile of all, atone time ii. 
dꝛiktes of ſnow flewe,the one out ot the Welt into the Ealt; þ 
other outeofthe Nozth into the Eaſt: And Aſawerwo wyn · 
des by reaſonofthe ſnow the one Croſſe ouer the other, as it 
had bene two hye wayes. And agayne I ſhould heareþ winde 
blow in the ayze when nothinge was ſtpzred at the grounde. 
And when all was fill where Iroade, not verpefarre from 
me the ſnowe ſoulde be liftey 1 'expe- 
rience made me moze maruile at the nature ofthe wpave;chil 
it made me cunninge in the knowledge of che wynde: butpet 
thereby Jlearned perfitelye þ it is no marueyle at all though 
men in wynde leaſe they} length in ſhootinge, ſeinge ſu man 
wapyes the wynde is ſo variable in hl w inge. 
But ſeinge that a maiſterofaſhyppe, be dee neuer ſa can 
ninge, by the vncevtainty of the wynde,leefeth manyr tymes 
both ple and goodes, lurelpe it is no wonder,though a righe 
good Archer, by the ſe lle ſame winde ſo variable in his owne 
nature, ſo vnſẽſuble to our nature, leeſe many aſhoote # game. 
Che moze vncertaine and decepuable the wpad is, the mot 
heede muſt a wyſe Archergene to know the gyles of it. 
Þe that doth miſtruſt is ſeldome begiled. Foz although ther» 


by he ſhall not attapne to that which is beſt, yet by thele ma 
nes he ſhal at laſt auoyde that which is wozſt, Beſpve al theſe 
kindes of wyndes you muſt take heede if pou ſez anye clouve 

and 
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tleare i caulme, and the marke foz the moſt part new to begin 
againe. Nou muff take heede alſa it euer you ſhoote where one 
o bothe Kondes a lytle ſhoꝛte ofa hye wall, foꝝ 
there you maye be eaſlye be gyled. Il you take graſſe i; caſte 
it vp to lee home the winde ſlands, many tyme s you ſhall ſup⸗ 
pole to ſhoote downe the wynde, when you ſhoote cleane a« 
gainft þ wynde. And a good reaſon why. Foz the wpnd which 
cammeth in deede againſt you, redoundeth backe agayne at þ 
waule, and wypꝛleth backe tothe p2icke and a litle farther &# 
than turneth againe, euen as a vehement water doth againſt 
a rocke oz an hyt bꝛaye which example of water as it is moze 
ſenſible ta a mans eyes, ſoit is neuer a whitte the truer than 
this of the wynde. Do that the graſſe caſte vppe ſhall flee that 
waye which in deede is the longer marke and decepue quicks 
pe a ſhooter that is not ware of it. My 
This experiente had Jones mp ſelſe at Norwytchetn the 
Chapell field within che waules. And this way I vſed in ſho- 
tinge at thoſe markes. When J was in the mydde way be- 
twixt the markes which was an open place, there I toke a fe» 
there oz a lytle lighte graſſe and ſo as well as I coulde, lear · 
ned howe the wynde ſtoode, that done I went tothe pꝛicke as 
faſt as I could, and accozding as A had found the wynde wht 
I wasin the midde wap, ſo I was fapne than to be content to 
make the beſt of my ſhoote that I could. Euen ſuch an other 
experienre han Jin a maner at Y orke, at the pzickes, lyinge 
betwixt the caſteil aud Ouſe ſyde . And although you ſmyle 
Philologe, tu beate me tel myne owne fondnes: pet ſeing you 
wil nedes haue me teache you ſomewhat in ſhootinge, I muſt 
nedes ſomtyme tell you ot myne owne experience, and the bet» 
ter I map do ſo, becauſe Hippocrates inteaching Pbyſicke, 
vſeth verye mnche the ſame waye. Take herde alſo when pou 
ſhoote neare the ſea coaſt, although you be two oz thie myles 
trom the ſea, fo there diligent marking ſhall eſpye in þ moſt 
cleare dae wonderfull chaunginge. The ſame is to be cd. 
dveredlykewyſe by a rpuer ſyde ſpecially it it ebbe and flow, 
where he that taketh viligente heede of the tyde —_— 
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karre mo pour ſelte, it you take 


heeve, And che wether thus 
marked as I tolde you afo2e,you muſt take hede of pour law 
dinge, that thert by you may winne as inuch as you ſhal looſe 
by the wether · P H . I ſee wel it is no marueile though a mf 
miſſe many times in ſbootinge, ſeinge the wether is ſo vncon · 
ſtant in b but pet thete is one thing which many ar 
chers vſe, that ſhall cauſe a man haue leſſe nede to marke the 
wether, and that is — rms Ol geunnge Ame, 
J cannot tell wel, what J ſhould ſaye. Foz ina traunge place 
it taketh awaye all occaſion of foule game, which is the onlye 
pꝛapſe ofit,yet by my judgemFt,ithindzech the of 
ſhooting, and makethmen mozenegligent:the which is a dif 
pꝛayſe. Though Ame be geuen, yet take hede fo} at another 
mans ſhoote you cannot wel take Ameznozat your owne nei. 
ther,becauſe the wether will alter, euen in a minute, and at p 
one marke aud not at the other, and trouble pour ſhafte in the 
ape, when you ſhall percepue no wynde at che grounde, as I 
my ſelfe haue ſeene ſhaftes tumble a lolt, in a veryfap1e daye. 
There mape be a fault alſo, in dzawinge oz lomſinge, and mas» 
ny thinges mo, which altogether, are requpzed to kepe a iuſt 
length. But to go fo warde the next point after che marking 
of pour wether, is the takinge ol pour ſtanding. And in a ſyde 
winde you mult ſlande ſomewhat crolle into the —＋ rw 
ſhall you ſhoote the ſurer. han you haue taken good 
ting, thã muſt you loke at your ſhaft, that no earth, no weete 
be left vpon it, oy fo ſhould it leeſe the length. Youmult loke 
at the head allo, leaſt it haue had any at the laſt ſhoote, 
A ſtripe vpon a ſtone, many times will both marre the head, 
croke the Walt, g hurt the fether,wherof the leaſt ol them al, 
will cauſe a man leaſe his lengthe . Fo? ſuche thinges which 
chaunce euer ſhoote, manye Archers vſe to haue ſome place 
made in they} coate, ſit fo2 a litle yle, a ſtone, a 

anda clothe to dꝛeſſe the ſhaft ſit againe at all nerdes. 
Cyis mult a man loke to euer when he caketh vppe his 
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And the hende maye be made to ſnouthe, which will cauſe it 
pe to farre;when your ſþaft igfitte,than muſt yea take pour 
bowe eut᷑ in the middes 02 els you ſhal both leeſe your length, 
and put your bowe in it aper dye of bzeakinge . Nocking iuſi 
is next, mich is much of the (ame nature.Then daa we equal- 
le, lowle equaliye, with houldiuge pour hande ever of ont 
height to kepe true campaſſe. Tolooke at your ſhaft heade at 
the lowlezis che greateſt helge ta kepe a leugthe that can be, 
which thing pet hindzeth excellente ſhootinge, becauſe a man 
can not ſhoote reight perficiye except he looke at his marke: 
if I ſhould ſhoote at a line and not at the marke, A would al- 
wayesloke at my (baft ende, but af this thinge ſome what al 
ter warde. Nawe if you marke the wether diligentlye, kepe 
your ſtandinge iuſtlye, hould and nocke truly, dzawe #lowſe 
equallpe,and kepe pour compaſſe cercainlpe , pou ſball never 
mille of your lengthe, P H i. Then there is nothing behinde 
to make me hit the marke but onlpe ſhootinge ſtreigbt. 
IOX. No true. Ann firſt A will tel you what ſhiftes Ars 
chers haue founde to ſhoate ireight, than what is þ beſt way 
to ſhaate ſtceight, As the wether belongeth ſpecialiye to kepe 
a lengthe (pet a ſyde winde belongech alſo to ſhoote ſtreight) 
tuen lo the nature of the pꝛicke is to ſboate ireighte, The 
lengthe oz ſhoztneſle of the marke is alwapes vnde r the rule 
ofche wether, vet ſomewhat there is in the marke, woꝛthie to 
be marked of an Archer. If the pzickes ſlande of a ſtreights 
plaine grounde they be the beſte to ſhoote at; If the marke 
ſtande on a hili ſyde 02 the grounde be vnequall with pittes # 
turning waves betwirt the markes, a mansepe ſhall thincke 
that tobe ltreighte which is crooked : Che experience of this 
thinge e cauſe ofit is knowen by lear- 


inge. Andit is enough foz an Archer to marke it and take 
eede of it, The chiefe cauſe whye mT can not ſhoote ſtreight, 
is becaule they lake at thepʒ ſhaft:and this fault commeth be⸗ 
cauſe a man is not taughte to ſhoote when he is ponge. If be 
learne to ſhaote by himſelfe hee is afraide to pull che hafte 
thzough 2 therefaze loketh alwapes 1 ſbaft: 
ill vie canſirmeth this fault as it doth many moo, * .

I ſaw a good archer which did caſt of his gere, and layed his 


quiner with it, euen in the midwaye betwixte the pzickes. 
Som thought he div ſo foz ſauegardofhis gere: he 
did it to ſhoote ſtreight withall . Dcher men vſe to eſpye ſume 
marke almoſt a bawe wyde of the pzicke, Ethango aboute ta 
kepe himſelle en the hand that the pꝛicke is on, which thinge 
bow muche good it doth, a man will not beleue, that doth not 
pꝛoue it. Other ann thoſe verye good Archers in dzawinge; 
loke at the marke vntill they come almoſt to the heade, than 
they loke at their ſhaft, but at the verye lowiſe, with a ſeconde 
ſicht they finde their marke againe , This waye g all uther as 
fozeofmercherſed are butſhiftespnot to be folowev in ſhoo: 
tinge ſtreight. Foz hauing a mans eyt alwapeonhismarke, 
is the onlye wape to ſhoote ſtreighte, yea ; I ſuppoſt ſorevpe 
and taſye a waye if it be learned in pouth and confirmed with 
vſe,that a man ſhall neuer mille therein. Pen doubt pet in lo» 
king at the marke what way is beft whether betwixt the bow 
and the fringe,abour oz beneth his bande, and manye wayes 
moo: pet it maketh nogreate matter which wape a man loke 
at his marke if it de ioyned with co.nlye ſhooting. The viuer⸗ 
ſitye of mens ſtanding and dzawing cauſeth diners men loke 
at their marke diuers wayes:petthep all leade a mans hande 
to ſhaote ſtreight if nothingeels ſtoppe. So that cumlyneſſt 
is the onlye iunge of beſt lokinge at the marke. Some men 
wonder whye in caſtinge a mans epe at the marke, the hande 
h aulde go ſtreigbte: Surelye it he conſidered the nature ofa 
mans eye, bee woulve not wonder at it: q; this Jam ter⸗ 
taine ot, that na ſetuaunt to his maiſter, no child tohis father 
is ſo obe dient, as euerye iaynte and peete of the bovye is to vo 
what ſoeuer the eye binden.
